The State Department Public Health agreed that 
local health departments will supply local law 
enforcement agencies daily weekly basis the 
names all prostitutes and promiscuous women who 
are sources venereal infection, the location the 
pick-up, and the place infection. 

With this specific knowledge regarding prostitutes 
furnished local health departments, enforcement 
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authorities will have information that can used 
basis for their independent investigations and action 
repressing prostitution. 


FINES AND JAIL SENTENCES 


The inadequacy fines for persons found guilty 
deriving profit from prostitution was discussed 
the meeting the Law Enforcement Advisory Com- 
mittee. was maintained that the use fines repress 
prostitution has been found ineffective inasmuch 
fines are easily paid out profits. Prostitution con- 
tinues and likewise the spread disease. Forcing pros- 
titutes leave town also short-sighted policy for 
they become floater group that moves another 
town, where they continue spread disease. 

These two policies were therefor recommended the

That heavy jail sentences given all prosti- 
tutes and all others, including property owners, 
who derive profit from prostitution. 

That instance should suspended sentence

OTHER MEASURES SUGGESTED 


The agreements state-wide policies reached far 
not all the that have 
been made local health departments. They not 
cover all the problems that require consideration. Con- 
siderable developing and testing repressive measures 
will need done locally. 

Some cities that boards concerned with 
venereal disease control include, consultant, mem- 
ber the Board Equalization, inasmuch many 
the problems prostitution are concerned with the 
operation bars and taverns. According one vene- 
real disease control officer, per cent the problems 
dealing with locations have been solved 
warning letters written member the Board 
Equalization various recalcitrant hotel, bar, and 
tavern operators and the owners the property 
involved. consultation with him, proper supervision 
places such taverns, beer parlors, and night 
has been worked out. 

Some communities employ policewomen trained 
social service take charge girls who seem headed 
for trouble, especially those minors who have busi- 
ness taverns, the streets, parks after dark. 

Plans for repressing prostitution must consider 
aspects the social welfare, mental health, and physi- 
well-being the women and girls involved that 
will the institution that attacked and not the 
human beings who happen live within it. 

Girls who can not trusted parental control 
not placed other wholesome environments are 


institutionalized for rehabilitation under court 
ianship. 

More than one community has already set provi- 
sions which the mentally inadequate and young girls 
who have not already established patterns promis. 
cuity are separated from women arrested charges 
prostitution for similar offenses. The mentally 
cient are institutionalized. few places efforts are 
being made rehabilitate young girls. all places 
minors are, course, referred the juvenile court 
which has its own rehabilitation facilities. 

Customarily provisions are made for the physical 
examination all prostitutes and promiscuous girls 
when named probable infections when 
apprehended morals charges. California such 
examination usually made physician employed 
the health department although some cities the 
city physician physician attached the police 
department makes the examination. negative exam- 
ination merely indicates freedom from infection 
has bearing prostitution per se. 

wait for final and complete program before 
starting measures for stamping out prostitution both 
unnecessary and unadvisable. All law enforcement 
agencies the State are being notified the action 
taken the Governor’s Law Enforcement Advisory 
Committee, which one its functions will continue 
devote one two year the consideration 
venereal disease problems. Difficulties due lack 
cooperation between law enforcement agencies and 
health departments will taken up, mutual problems 
will discussed, and recommendations will made 
for their solution. The Attorney General’s office will 
informed difficulties encountered and action taken. 


Recognizing that prostitution the major source 
venereal infection, the State Department 
Health and State law enforcement agencies have agreed 
specific measures toward its repression. But the 
local agencies that will carry out the policies—law 
enforcement, courts, welfare, and health departments 
—are become effective, popular support strong 
law enforcement program vital and must expressed 
frequently and forcefully. this end, the people 
whole must informed specifically why there 
need for mobilizing against prostitution and 
their own community. State action for venereal 
disease control must supplemented local action— 
informed people ready take firm, sustained action 
against prostitution.

Because wide publicity, not always accurate, given 
paper influenza Dr. Monroe Eaton the recent 
annual meeting the American Medical Association, 
there summarized here the known facts, obtained 
from Dr. Eaton, concerning the periodicity the 
disease. 

There are two known strains influenza virus, 
and All major outbreaks influenza recent years 
have been due the and viruses, although there 
have been localized outbreaks unknown etiology.

Since influenza has, the past, been epidemic 
intervals three and four years and, since the last 
was the fall and winter 1943-44, health 
officers should keep mind the possibility out- 
break this fall.

DEATH FROM MUSSEL POISONING 


One person dead and two were made sick from 
eating mussels taken from the San Mateo shore month 
ago. this issue goes press, laboratory tests reveal 
that the toxicity mussels increasing and phos- 
phorescent water, which indicates the presence large 
amounts gonyaulax, appearing several places 
along the coast. 

view the high toxicity mussels, the State 
Department Public Health warns that the dark meat 
clams should trimmed off before cooking and that 
only the white meat should eaten. 

Despite State quarantine and wide publicity, 342 
and deaths from mussel poisoning were 
reported, 1927-45, from the following counties: Del 
Norte, Humboldt, Marin, Mendocino, Monterey, San 
Mateo, Santa Cruz, Sonoma, and Ventura. The most 
recent outbreaks occurred 1943 with cases and 
four deaths, and 1944 with cases and two deaths. 

There are record cases and five deaths from 
clam poisoning. 

The State Board Public Health has placed quar- 
antine the gathering mussels from all California 
and ocean waters May Ist through October 31st. Local 
health officers are responsible for its enforcement. 
Beaches where mussels are found and the roads leading 
them should posted. 
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OPINION THE ATTORNEY GENERAL 


INSPECTION COMMUNITY 
CANNING CENTERS 


Since funds made available for enforcing the Can- 
nery Inspection Act the community canning centers 
were discontinued, the State Department Public 
Health sought the opinion the Attorney General 
its responsibility for continuing the inspection serv- 
iee such canning centers. 

The Attorney General says, July 1946: 

provisions the Cannery Inspection Act 
relate solely commercial canning food products 
and noncommercial canning salmon. 

our opinion held that the phrase 
canning’ was intended include all 
food products for other than consumption 
the home the canner. 

canning centers formerly operating 
under the canning center program intending con- 
tinue that work and coming within the classifica- 
tion ‘commercial canning’ are subject and are 
required comply with the provisions the act. 

act provides the manner which 
the cost shall charged those 
under the act. (Deering’s General Laws, 
644, Act 1248, Sees. 8.) The act vests the 
State Department Health the authority issue 
licenses and the duty inspecting licensed canneries. 

“It is, therefore, opinion that the State Depart- 
inent Health required continue the inspection 
canning centers whose operations come within the 
‘commercial canning’ accordance 
with the provisions the Cannery Inspection

Germany, the population had gained nearly

mated that the population loss during the war 
1939-45 about the same amount. The substantial 
excess births over deaths that did not 
prevail after 1942. 1944, the German birth rate had 
dropped about per 1,000 population from pre 
war level 20.4, while the birthrate England had 
risen 17.5 from prewar rate 14.9. 

France there was population deficit during the 
war years about 750,000 which not greatly 
ent from that the prewar period, since deaths had 
exceeded births that country for some time.

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OVERCOMING HEALTH HAZARDS 
POTTERY PLANTS 


The Bureau Adult Health has recently made 
survey about pottery plants Southern Califor- 
nia determine measures for the control the main 
hazards: silica dust and lead dust and fumes. 
result these studies, recommendations for proper 
are being made individual plants and will 
prepared for the pottery industry whole. 

For the control silica dust the molding bench 
operations, suggested that the benches enclosed 
and equipped with blower which causes the air 
around the molds from the top down. this 
way, the molds will get sufficient air for the drying 
process, but the dust will drawn from the operator’s 
breathing zone down through the bench top. 

eliminate the silica dust hazard during the mix- 
ing clay, the use exhaust ventilation mixing 
barrels recommended. 

control lead fumes arising from the kilns when 
the glazed figurines are being brought tempera- 
ture, all kilns should equipped with stacks hoods 
adequate for removing the exhaust from the plant. 

two three points during the glazing operation 
lead fumes arise. One hazard can overcome wip- 
ing with damp towel instead using brush 

free the bottom the figurine from glaze. prevent 
glaze material from accumulating the benches and 
the floor, where dries and pulverizes, recommen- 
dation made that each glaze dipping department 
equipped with large sink with plenty running 
water that the trays and benches may washed 
free from glaze frequent intervals during the day. 

From this survey appears that the pottery industry 
has grown from small individual operations which 
may one time have been carried garage 
office building and that therefore has not had the 
benefit engineering planning which considers flow 
materials and arrangement and comfort work- 
rooms. Since many these industries have now out- 
grown their present quarters, hoped that their 
proposed plans for new building sites and new buildings 
will give more consideration the proper type plant 
layout and include the engineering controls needed for 
minimizing the amount dust and fumes the work- 
room atmosphere.

Despite the fact that the State Health Department 
without authority regulate such factors, communi- 
ties have been encouraged delay final consideration 
until the survey being conducted the Bureau Hos- 
pital Surveys has been completed. The survey report 
will give total picture hospital facilities and needs 
the State, including relationships which exist and 
ean developed between hospitals the various com- 
munities. 


REPORT FOOD AND DRUG INSPECTIONS 


Five persons violating the Pure Food and Drug Act 
were convicted during June: one person for selling 
unlabeled wheat allegedly charged with cosmic rays 
two meat market operators who adulterated hamburger 
with prohibited chemicals; one person peddling unla- 
beled, adulterated olive oil; and one person for the 
illegal sale habit-forming drugs. 

Although frozen food processing methods are improv- 
ing, one manufacturer’s seasonal output straw- 
berry product had quarantined when laboratory 
analyses indicated had been made from unfit 
material.
